Moore 
told the council he had received a 
price of $15,850 for the unit to be 
mounted on a city owned truck.

Twice we have written about the voting fraud case against the Dell Ellis 
family, We thought the charges were wrong in our first writing. In our sec- 
ond writing we reported that Judge Terry Butts threw the case out of court. 
We got a lot of comments on that particular issue. A bunch were confiden- 
tial comments from people associated in some way with the court system. 
Only one . . only one mind you . . disagreed with our position. An asso- 
ciate of the District Attorney's office contended they had no choice but to 
present the matter to the grand jury. We won't try to debate the original 
holes in that story here, but if that were the truth, why is the same district 
attorney's office appealing the dismissal to a higher court? 


The New York City case of the homeless not getting what was needed and 
was offered is tragic. A group, headed by none other than Nobel prize win- 
ner Mother Teresa, wanted to open two homeless shelters in abandoned 
buildings but due to regulations the project has been canceled. This high- 
lights one of America's biggest problems today as we spend more and 
more time “protecting” everyone's rights, City bureaucrats insisted eleva- 
tors be installed in the buildings to benefit the disabled but Mother Tere- 
sa's Missionaries of Charity refused saying “They don't believe in devot- 
ing their resources to unnecessary conveniences”, The nuns pointed out 
they could carry the disabled up the stairs like they do in Calcutta, India 
where the group started. The government types cited concern for the “‘dig- 
nity” of the disabled. We wonder how they measure dignity of being 
homeless against being carried up stairs. They need to remember you pos- 
pone draining the swamp when you are up to your armpits in alligators. 
We wish they would compromise and reserve the bottom floor for those 
who can't climb stairs.

Adopt-A-Family was the main 
topic of discussion at the Coffee 
County Board of Human Resources! 
quarterly meeting on September 13. 

Mrs. Myrna Rhoades, Communi- 
ty Resource Specialist with the Cof- 
fee County DHR, was asked by 
Board Chairman Fred Donaldson to 
report on the involvement of the 
Coffee County DHR in the Adopt- 
A-Family Program in Elba. : 

Mrs. Rhoades went into a very in- 
teresting discussion relative to the 
Adopt-A-Family Program and the 
part being played by the DHR. She 
stated that this is a joint effort be- 
tween the Alabama Home Econom- 
ics Association, the Governor's Of- 
fice, the City of Elba, and the Coffee 
County DHR. She said that she was 
impressed that state agencies are 
able to come together and cooperate 
to help so many people who were 
victims of the Elba flood which oc- 
curred on March 17, 1990. 

"The flood victims did not get 
near enough to repair the damage 
done to their residences by the 
flocd," Mrs. Rhodes said. "The most 


money received was $10,000. You 
simply cannot repair a residence that 
has been completely damaged by a 
flood with $10,000." 

Mrs. Rhoades stated that realizing 
this, it is imperative that people 
adopt families in Elba to help them 
to make their residences livable. 
There are 609 familics that need to 


-be adopted and as of this date, 221 


have been adopted Mrs. Rhoades 
stated. 

Several communities throughout 
the state of Alabama have been very 
instrumental in getting tractor trailer 
loads of furniture and other house- 
hold items to Elba to be distributed 
to flood victims Rhoades told the 
board. She pointed out that Mrs. 
Sandy Coffey who is the coordinator 
of the Adopt-A-Family Program, has 
done an outstanding job initiating 
this program and that the agencies 
involved are working very coopera- 
tively together to help the flood vic- 
tims. 

Mrs. Rhoades concluded with a 
plea for assistance in getting the 
word out that many families still 
need help.

Instead, they move their daily 
cash in-take by putting the money in 
regular carry-out paper bags and 
handing the bag to a drive-through 
courier, They assume their plan con- 
ceals the fact that a large amount of 
money is leaving the store. 

One restaurant, however, was a 
bit too clever. They handed a bag of 
concealed cash to an unthinking cus- 
tomer who was simply driving up to 
the window to pick up his meal. 

Imagine driving through a take- 
out window expecting a hamburger, 
french fries, and milk shake then get- 
ting home and discovering that what 
you really got was thousands of dol- 
lars in cash. 

Of course, the moral thing would 
be to return the money. Quite frank- 
ly, none of us would have any other 
choice.

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Elba Tigers overcome fumblitis to post 12-7 win over Louisville 


The Elba Tigers claimed their 
first win of the young season last 
Friday night when they struggled to 
post a hardfought 12-7 win over the 
Louisville Red Devils, in Elba. 

The win evened Elba's record at 
1-1 and gave the Tigers a 1-0 Area 2 
slate, while the Red Devils saw their 
record dip to 1-1, 0-1 in Area play. 

Elba received the opening kickoff 
and wasted little time heading up- 
field as David Rowe returned the 
kick 38 yards to the Louisville 45- 
yardline.

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FIRE ANTS 

Fire ants continue to be a very big 
nuisance here. The ants chew up 
crops, leave blister-like, pus pockets 
on people and animals, and they 
have yet one more area where they 
are a tremendous problem. They are 
now destroying concrete and asphalt. 
They have been found to remove the 
soil from under asphalt roads and 
therefore cause potholes to come in. 
On concrete Interstate 75 they have 
worked between the joints, again 
causing problems with road break- 
down. 

There may be help in the future. 
The USDA Lab in Gainsville, Flori- 
da, is trying to develop a wasp that 
works on the queen's food supply in 
the hill. They have not yet been able 
to get these queens to live very long 
in the lab at Gainsville. Therefore, 
they are bringing the person from 
Argentina who reared them success- 
fully to Gainsville to try to develop a 
strain that will live here. 

They are also looking at other bi- 
ological controls such as viruses, 
protozoa, fungi, ,and nematodes. 
There is hope that there can be a nat- 
ural, biological control that will 
greatly reduce, if not eliminate, the 
dependence on a chemical control. 


BOLL WEEVILS 

1 was reading an article from Guy 
Karr, pest management administra- 
tion, indicating that boll weevils are 
getting very scarce in South Ala- 
bama. This is due to the boll weevil

PECAN VARIETIES 

If you can plan to plant some pe- 
cans this fall, it is a good idea to go 
ahead and locate the varieties that 
you need now so that you can be as- 
sured of getting them. 

The varieties recommended for 
small plantings for homeowners are 
Elliot, Moreland, Gloria Grande, 
Sumner, Jackson, and Melrose. With 
these varieties you should plant a 
pollinator such as Cape Fear, Owens 
or Davis. 

These varieties are recommended 
because they are scab resistant and 
will probably produce best with the 
least number of spraying. 


TREE SEEDLINGS 

Tree planting time will be here 
before we know it. If you would like 
to buy some pine seedlings or Christ- 
mas tce seedlings, you need to go 
ahead and get your request in so that 
we can get our order in on time. 

We try to put in an order each 
year so that people wanting just a 
few trees will be able to get them.

Owning Verses Custom 
Work Discussed 


Stan Windham - Associate County Agent 


There are many times that farm- 
ers ask themselves the question here 
is the Wiregrass, "Should I buy that 
machine or just hire it done?" Some- 
times it isn't economical or even pos- 
sible to buy and own a machine. 
Custom work or paying someone 
else to do it may be the cheaper way. 

It may be cheaper to hire a cus- 
tom operator than to own the ma- 
chine. many times the operator's 
price is dictated by the competition 
in the area and whether he even 
wants to do custom work or not. If 
he doesn't particular want to do it or 
need to do it, he may charge you 
more money, 

There is a formula that econo- 
mists use to determine the break- 
even acres for hiring or owning a 
machine of a given size and cost. 
That formula looks something like 
this. Break-even acres equals your 
annual fixed cost to own the ma- 
chine divided by the custom rate per 
acre minus variable costs per acre. 
Now fixed costs are generally depre- 
ciated, interest on a loan, insurance, 
housing, etc. Variable costs are re- 
pairs, maintenance, fuel, lubricants, 
labor, and these types of things. In 
other words, variable costs can vary 
at any given time. 

There are some advantages to 
owning a machine. One is you have 
the machine whenever you need it. 
The reliability of the machine and 
the operator is probably greater, and 
you can sometimes avoid high cus- 
tom rates. For certain operations 
here in Coffee County and the Wire- 
grass, like hay cutting and bailing, I 
think custom rates are very reasona- 
ble. But for peanut digging and com- 
bining, the competition and need 
may be greater, so the price may be 
higher. 

Advantages of custom hiring are 
many, but the number one reason 
would be you could avoid the cost of 
ownership. This would free your 
capital up for other areas, If you use 
a very experienced operator, he may 
actually do a better job that you 
could. 

The biggest reason for custom 
hiring probably in this area has to do 
with the size of the operation. If you 
are a small operator, it is very hard 

for you to justify big machinery 
costs. Even though it is sometimes a

headache to go out and try to find 
someone to do the custom work, it 
many times can be much, much 
deeper. Put a pencil to all purchases 
you make in the way of equipment, 
and make sure that before you buy 
and dig yourself into a big debt that 
you can't do it cheaper by custom 
hiring. Another consideration is to 
possibly avoid buying big machin- 
ery, and this would free your money 
up for smaller items.

Elba's budget nears $2 million mark ae

The Elba City Council gave for- 
mal approval to a budget for the 
coming fiscal year, which begins Oc- 
tober Ist, 

Anticipating income of almost $2 
million, city officials admitted their 
predictions bordered more on wild 
guessing than on any documented 
facts. “We have had no experience 
in budgeting our income or expendi- 
tures following such a disaster as the 
March flood”, Mayor Fred Moore 
explained. 

Councilman Bill Brunson ex- 
pressed concern over being able to 
fund everything in the budget. He 
made the mouon to approved the 
budget as presented, but reserved the 
right to make adjustments later if the 
financial condition of the City wors- 
ened, 

The new budget does not include 
purchase of a replacement police car 
this year in an effort to balance the 
budget. Moore explained that the 
two new cars donated by GMAC and 
proper rotation of the cars should 
keep the city from having to later re- 
place two cars in one year. 

The budget process was well un- 
derway before the huge gasoline 
price increases became evident and 
therefore the budget doesn't reflect 
any of that increase. 

The sales tax is expected to bring 
in $400,000 during the next year 
while building permits are budgeted 
at $1,000. 

The income from garbage fees is 
projected to be $150,000 but it will 
cost $232,000 to dispose of the gar- 
bage and trash. The income from the 


citizens was not increased, but the 
cost of disposal has increased due to 
landfill fees increasing, 

A 5% increase in salarics for all 
full time city employees was includ- 
ed in the approved figures. The rais- 
es will take effect on November Ist. 

Appropriations to special groups 
include money to the Coffee County 
Association for Retarded Citizens, 
Coffee County Arts Alliance, Li- 
brary, Reserve Center, Coffee 
County Health Department, Elba 
City Schools, Rescue Squad, Human 
Resource Development Corp., Sen 
ior Citizens Center, South Central 


Mental Health and the Chamber of 


Commerce. 

The reserve center funding is part 
of the lease agreement in which the 
Army Reserve pays a lease on the 
building and the city pays for the up- 
keep, grass cutting, etc, 

The totals for the various depart- 
ments for the 1990-1991 year are: 


Police Depart......... asstede $341,000 
Fire Depart....... «» $59,800 
Street Depart.......... $264,000 
Recreation Depart.. $97,000 
Debt Retire......... $213,900 


Capital Expend.... +» $25,000 
Adminstration... 797,980 

The Adminstration expense in- 
cludes $221,000 for flood replace- 
ment expense and does not include 
any funding received or to be re- 
ceived from the federal government 
for flood damage repairs. 

The police department salaries 
are anlicipated to be $289,000 for 
the year, while the street department 
wages wiil cost $184,000. 

The payroll in the recreation de- 
parument will be $45,000 plus 
$10,000 for official fees and part 
ume salaries. Recreation uniform 


and cquipment are budgeted for 
$14,000. 

City officials expect the total cost 
of telephone for the City to be 
$7,000 and payments to the retire- 
ment shouldn't exceed $60,480 for 
the next year. 

Insurance will cost a tidy $71,000 
plus the $35,000 for employee health 
insurance, That is over $100,000 just 
for insurance and the city is possibi- 
ly underinsured in some areas (colli- 
sion ctc.). 

The debt retirement figures are 
mandatory, set when the money was 
borrowed, The 1985 bond issue for 
the fire station and pool is the largest 
item on the list at $100,000, This is 
the first year any of the principal has 
been repaid on that bond issue. Pre- 
viously only the interest was paid, as 
was designed into the agreement 
when the bonds were sold. 

The Capital Expenditure only in- 
cludes the knuckleboom loader at 
$25,000. This was recently approved 
by the city council and is already on 
order, 

The total projected income and 
expenditure for the new year is 
$1,907,580. It will take a transfer of 
$135,000 to bring the income up to 
this projected figure. 

Not a minor item in the income 
portion is a $500,000 grant from the 
State of Alabama plus a $30,000 job 
training grant. 

The budget wasn't the only thing 
approved by the council Monday 
evening. Dean Blair was officially 
hired on the police force. He replac- 
es an officer who was assigned full 
lime to the drug task force. 

Blair previously served with the 
police department and later as a dep- 
uty sheriff in Coffee County.

LaDonna Tucker awarded new trial

A Coffee County woman convict- 
ed of hiring her boyfriend and his 
brother to murder her husband has 
been granted a new trial. 

LaDonna Lynn Huddleston Tuck- 
er was granted her new tial, the 
fourth in eight years, by Coffee 
County Circuit Judge Gary McAli- 
ley. 

On January 24, 1981, Mrs. Tuck- 
er was charged with the murder of 
her husband, Sgt. Jimmy Eugene 
Tucker. She was convicted and sen- 
tenced to life in prison on December 
15, 1988. 

Sgt. Tucker's charred body was 
found in a burning pickup truck near 
the town of Kinston, After an autop- 
sy by state pathologists, it was deter- 
mined that he died as a result of a 
gunshot wound to the chest prior to 
the fire. 

Judge McAliley was informed by 
Lane Mann, director, Legal Divi- 
sion, Administrative Office of 
Courts, that when former court re- 
corder Julie Hornsby filed the Tuck- 
er trial transcript that it was incom- 
plete. Two or three  witnesscs' 
testimonies were missing 

In his ruling granting Mrs. Tucker 
a new trial, Judge McAliley stated 
that the Court had found that the tes- 
timonies of the two witnesses (Mrs. 
Tucker and Douglas Wayne Ard)

COMMISSIONERS SEEKING WAIVER ON LANDFILL MORATORIUM 


Commission pressing deadline on FY 91 budget

The most exciting event at Mon- 
day moming's Coffee County Com- 
mission meeting was the announce- 
ment of another meeting, 

Commission Chairman Billy Ea- 
gerton informed the commissioners 
that they would need to meet Thurs- 
day morning at 8 a.m. to review and 
approve the budget for the fiscal 
year 1990-91, 

A new budget has to be adopted 
by October 1, 1990 in order to fund 
the different agencies of the county, 

During the past few weeks, com- 
missioners have been meeting with 
the different department heads of the 
county in an effort to prepare a bud- 
get for the coming year. The unoffi- 
cial word from these meetings has 
been that every department is being 
asked to cut their last year's budget 
by 3% across the board. 

The commissioners feel that with 
the additional expenditures incurred 
due to the flood and the unknowns in 
the building of a new county jail, the 
county is going to have to "tighten 
its belt" during the coming year, 

Some commissioners have stated 
that if worse comes to worse, some 
county services may have to be cut, 
maybe even drastically, They, the 
commissioners, are trying to prevent 
this from happening, but they are 
making no promises. 


Commissioners resubmitted a res- 
olution requesting a waiver of the 
state’s landfill moratorium. 

The Alabama Department of En- 
vironmental Management has ap- 
proved a moratorium prohibiting 
counties to obtain permits to cOn-. 
struct new landfills for the next two 
years. 

Coffee County would like to 
build a new landfill because it would 
entice industry to locate in the 
county. To offset the cost of con- 
structing a modern landfill, other 
counties in the area would be extend- 
ed the opportunity to use the land- 
fill. 

Vera Bradley appeared before the 
commissioners with a petition in 
hand containing 59 signatures. 

The petition stated that Mrs, Edna 
Bailey, a lifelong resident of Coffee 
County, was in a nursing home in 
Bainbridge, Georgia, and that no rel- 
atives or friends live close by. She 
requested help in getting in a nursing 
home closer to home. 

Billy Eagerton, commission chair- 
man, explained to Mrs. Bradley that 
the commission has no authority 
over local nursing homes, but ad- 
vised her with whom she might 
speak with to help her with her prob- 
lem. 

Other matters discussed or attend- 
ed to by the commission were as fol- 
lows: 

***A warded the bid for concrete
